OUR ENTIRE REQUEST. 

2. RECEIVED KOREAN AMBASSADOR TO CONVEY DECISION WE 
WOULD VETO NORTH AND SOUTH VIETNAM ADMISSION TO THE UN 
UNLESS SOUTH KOREA’S ADMISSION ALSO PROVIDED FOR. HE WAS 
MOST PLEASED AND WE ARE WORKING OUT IMPLEMENTING TACTICS 
TOGETHER.

, TURKEY. AT THE REQUEST OF THE WHITE HOUSE WE 
CONTACTED 12 REPUBLICANS WHO LAST THURSDAY VOTED AGAINST 
THE BILL AND GOT VERY LITTLE ENCOURAGEMENT. WITH THE 
POSSIBLE EXCEPTION OF PEGGY HECHLER, NONE WAS WILLING TO 
CHANGE HIS VOTE IN THE ABSENCE OF SOME NEW DEVELOPMENT. 

IT IS NOT CLEAR HOW THE PARLIAMENTARY SITUATION WILL BE 
TACKLED. CONSIDERATION IS BEING GIVEN TO AMENDING A 
PENDING PIECE OF SENATE LEGISLATION DUE FOR CONSIDERATION 
IN THE HOUSE LATER THIS WEEK. THE WHITE HOUSE IS 
EXAMINING SEVERAL OPTIONS ALONG THESE LINES WITH THE 
LEADERSHIP IN BOTH HOUSES. 

2. MISSILES FOR JORDAN. CONGRESSIONAL ACTION ON THE 
PROPOSED SALE OF THE AIR DEFENSE SYSTEM TO JORDAN HAS 
BEEN POSTPONED FOR UP TO 60 DAYS. THE SFRC AGREED TO 
THE ADMINISTRATION PROPOSAL TO KEEP THE ISSUE BEFORE THE 
CONGRESS BY FILING SUCCESSIVE LETTERS OF OFFER CONCERNING 
THE PROPOSED SALE OF 14 HAWKS TO JORDAN. UNLESS MATTERS 
CAN BE WORKED OUT SOONER, THE ADMINISTRATION HAS AGREED 
NOT TO TAKE FURTHER ACTION ON THE HAWK SALE PENDING THE 
EXPIRATION OF THE 60-DAY PERIOD WHICH WILL BE ABOUT 
SEPTEMBER 26. THE SFRC AND THE HIRC FOR THEIR PART 
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HAVE DEFERRED ACTION ON THE PENDING RESOLUTIONS OPPOSING 
THIS SALE UNTIL SEPTEMBER. CASE'S PRESS BRIEFING LEFT 
REPORTERS WITH THE IMPRESSION THAT THE LETTER OF OFFER 
IS BEING WITHDRAWN AND NEW PROPOSAL IS TO BE SUBMITTED. 
NEVERTHELESS THE COMMITTEES CORRECTLY UNDERSTAND THE 
PROPOSAL AS DESCRIBED ABOVE. 

3. DIEGO GARCIA. BY A VOTE OF 43 TO 53, THE SENATE TODAY 
REJECTED THE MANSFIELD AMENDMENT OPPOSING EXTENSION OF 
DIEGO GARCIA. IN EFFECT THIS MAKES AVAILABLE THE $18.1 
MILLION REQUESTED LAST YEAR AND AUTHORIZES THE $13.8 
MILLION REQUESTED THIS YEAR. BEFORE THE VOTE JACKSON SAID 
HE WOULD INTRODUCE LEGISLATION "DIRECTING" THE ADMINI- 
STRATION TO INITIATE DISCUSSIONS WITH SOVIETS LIMITING 
MILITARY DEPLOYMENT IN INDIAN OCEAN. 

4. TURKISH OPIUM. SHELDON VANCE TESTIFIED BEFORE LESTER 
WOLFF’S FUTURE FOREIGN POLICY SUBCOMMITTEE OF THE HIRC 
ON THE EFFECTIVENESS OF THE NEW TURKISH OPIUM PROCESSING. 

H MCCLOSKEY (CONTINUED) 
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BOTH WOLFF AND RANGEL WERE CRITICAL THAT THE ADMINISTRATION 
DID NOT ACCORD SUFFICIENT PRIORITY TO THE CONTROL OF DRUG 
TRAFFIC IN THE UNITED STATES. THEY WERE CRITICAL OF 
TURKEY'S ABROGATION OF THE 1972 AGREEMENT AND WERE 
DUBIOUS OF THE EFFECTIVENESS OF THE "STRAW PROCESSING." 

WOLFF, RANGEL AND GILMAN ALL LINKED THE CUT-OFF OF AID 
TO TURKEY TO THE DRUG QUESTION. 

5. ROMANIAN TRADE AGREEMENT. FOLLOWING THE FAVORABLE 
SENATE VOTE LAST FIRDAY, THE HOUSE COMPLETED CONGRESSIONAL 
ACTION TODAY WITH A 355-41 APPROVAL OF THE RESOLUTION ON 
THE AGREEMENT. INGERSOLL 
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
